M/ TTER OF BRAINS. 


Prof. Marchand of Marburg Makes 
Public the Result of His Investigations 


and Compares Sex Features: 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
LONDON. March 22.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Prof. Marchand of Marburg 
has accumulated the largest number 
of brain weights ever published. He 
gives a thorough analysis of 1169 cases. 
He says he finds the average weight 
of the brain at the birth of the male 
child is 360 grammes, and of the fe- 
male chid,i 353 grammes. 

Although Prof. Marchand shows a 
certain relation between the stature 
and brain weight, the relation is very 
inconstant, He concludes that the les 
ser weight of woman's brain is no 
alone dependent on her smaller stat- 
ure, as a comparison of both sexes of 
the same stature show that the male 
brain is invariably heavier. In the 
growing child, until it reaches the 
stature of 70 centimeters, the brain 
weight increases proportionately with 
the body length, irrespective of age or 
sex. After that the male brain begins 
to outstrip the female. 

The maximum brain weight is usu- 
ally attained about the twentieth year, 
when the male's average is about 1400 
grammes. The female maximum is usu- 
ally reached about the seventeenth 
year, when the average is 1275 gramms.

ASHINGTON, March 22.—(Ex- 

clusive Dispatch.) Following the 

visit of J. Pierpont Morgan to 
the White House last week has come 
a lot of talk which centers about the 
President. The “reconciliation” be- 
tween Morgan and the President has 
increased the hostilit¢ of the Rocke- 
feller-Gould-Harriman interests to the 
administration. The Rockefellers have 
believed all along that Morgan's ac- 
quiescence in anti-trust legislation of 
the recent session of Congress was 
meant to be unfriendly to Standard 
Oll interests, and the rivairy existing 
between the two powerful financial 
factions is reflected here now in cer- 
tain developments not without interest 
to both political parties. 

The President ig convinced of the 
hostility of the Rockefeller-Gould- 
Harriman group from certain happen- 
ings since the publication of the now- 
famous Rockefeller telegrams, and his 
friends have advised him that, in his 
campaign next year he should have in 
control only men that can be depended 
upon to fight the battle to a successful 
finish This has brought in Senator 
Hanna's name, and it ts understood 
that in the event of the Presi¢ent’s 


nomination will be retired as chair- 
man of the publican National Com- 
mittee; that his place Will be taken 


by William Murray Crane of Masea- 
chusetts, and that Gen. James 8. Clark- 
son will be a prominent figure in the 
management of the campaign. This 
brings up the relations between the 
President and Senator Platt on the one 
side and Gov. Odell on the other. 

It no longer can be disguised that 
the break in the New York State Re- 
publican organization between Gov. 
Odell and Senator Piatt is a factor in 
Washington. The President has had 
to take sides, and it can be said that 
he and the two United States Senators 
from New York are in harmony. The 
desires of Messrs. Platt and Depew 


‘are to govern in all Federal appoint- 


ments. No man friendly to Gov. Odell 


is to be appointed to office. 


WOOD TO RATHBONE. 
GENERAL REFUTES CHARGES. 
IBY THE ASBOCIATZD PRESS—P 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—Brig.- 
Gen, Leonard Wood today placed in the 
hands of the Secretary of War a vol- 
untary statement regarding the charges 
filed against him by E. J. Rathbone, 
ex-director-general of Cuban posts. No 
official notice of Maj. Rathbone’s 
charges had been taker by the Secre- 
tary, but Gen. Wood, upon reading 
them, asked and received permission to 
file at the department a statement set- 
ting forth his side of the case before 
his departure for service in the Philip- 
pines. Gen. Wood will leave Washing- 
ton Wednesday afternoon for Boston, 
whence he saile Thursday for Manila. 
Pending the actjon of the Secretary on 
his statement, Gen. Wood refuses to 
comment upon the charges, most of 
which, he says, have been presented be- 
fore. In his statement to the Secre- 
tary, Gen. Wood denies that he re- 
ceived any but purely personal gifts 
while in Cuba. 

As to his attendance on the Jai Aliia, 
a public institution at Havana, at 
which the Spanish national game was 
played, Gen. Wood calls attention to 
the fact that the Bishop of Havana was 
present at the dedication of the instl!- 
tution and conducted the service on 
that occasion. As Governor-General of 
Cuba, it was his policy, he says, to 
establish and maintain cordia! relations 
with the people of the island, includ- 
ing the Spaniards, who were the in- 
fluential element. He felt, he says, 
that it was but an appreciation of 
Spanish institufions for him to recog- 
nize and patronige the Spanish national 
game, which corresponds closely to the 
American game of racquets, and he 
made it a point to attend the Jai Adia 
quite often in the evenings, being ac- 
companied by some of his aides. The 
latter, he says, received professional 
instructions in the game. The institu- 
tion, Gen. Wood stat ad a drinking 
and betting privil granted by the 
authorities, and was attended by from 
two to three thousand people. 

Last May. the Sunday before his de- 
parture, Gen. Woods said he was 
asked to receive a delegation of Span- 
ish merchants, who desired to pre- 
sent a personal testimonial of their 
esteem. This proved to be a handsome 
silver service. Gen. T. H. Bliss, then 
in charge of the customs service, the 
general says, admitted the gift free 
of duty; first, because under the law 
no duty was collected on importations 
for officials and sojdiers of the United 
States, and second, because the law 
provided also for the free importa- 
tion of household goods an4 personal 
effects, which were not to remain per-

The Associated Press is authorized 
by Gen. Wood to define his position 
briefly. as follows: “Gen. Wood is at 
anv time ready and glad to appear be- 
fore the Congressional Committee re- 
garding any charges which may’ be 
brought against his record as Gov- 
ernor-Genera!l of Cube. He refuses, 
however, to indulge in a newspaper 
controversy under any circumstances.”

NEWS ABOUT URUGUAY. 
“WHITES” TAKE A HAND. 
WASHINGTON, March %22.—Con- 
firmation of the termination of the rev- 
olution in Uruguay has been received 
by Mr. Herrera, the Uruguayan chargé 
d'affaires in Washington. The dis- 
patch announcing that fact contained 
no particulars.

SCHWAB AFTER THEM. 


Steel Trust’s Manager Seeking to Buy 
Out the Great Plants of the Jones 


and Laughlin Steel Company. 

{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.) March 22.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The chief cause of 
the visit of Charles M. Schwab to 
Pittsburgh is in furtherance of nego- 
tiations for the acquisition of the mills, 
furnaces and coal and ore lands of 
the Jones and Laughlin Steel Com- 
pany. Schwab will make a personal 
inspection of the local plants of the 
company, but whether he does or does 
not look over the mills and furnaces 
himeelf, he will secure from inspec- 
tions by experts an excellent idea of 
the value of the plant. 

Tentative proposals to buy out the 
Jones & Laughlin interest were made 
before the Union Steel Company was 
acquired by the corporation, but the 
Jones & Laughlin Co. was averse to 
disposing of its big plant. Later, it 
became known that the big independ- 
ent manufacturing firm might sell, if 
it got its price, sald to be $80,000,000. 

The company's position is such, how- 
ever, that its officers can truthfully 
deny that negotiations are in progress, 
the negotiations being all in the hands 
of the United States Steel Corporation. 
The hitch occurred not so much over 
the question of the value of the Jones 
& Laughiin Interests as over the 
methods of payment. 

SCHWAB DENIES IT.

ASKS HIM 
TO REMAIN. 


Congress Sends to 
Senor Castro. 


President Dec'ines to Change His 
Mind but Offers to Send 
in Another Message. 


His Review of the Conditions 
of the Ccuntry— Poiit- 

ical Excitement. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS--P.*4) 
March 22—{RBy South 
Am‘rican ‘Cable.} The delegation 
appointed by Congress called at 
noon today at the President's resi- 
dence, Miraflores Palace, and 
mitted to President Castro the resolu- 
tion unanimously adopted regarding 
his resignation, and requesting him to 
reconsider his decision. President 
Castro, in reply, declined to change his 
mind, but, after being urged by his per- 
sonal friends, he offered to present an- 
other message to Congress, which will 
meet Thursday, to suggest a solution 
to the situation. 

The French warship Troude has left 
La Guayra. Her departure is taken as 
indicating that there is no reason to 
fear international complications as «a 
result of President Castro's resigna- 
tion. 


The Congressional Hall was crowded 
yesterday, and all the members of the 
Diplomatic Corps were present when 
President Castro read his message to 
Congress. President Castro first passed 
in review the terrible conditions which 
prevailed in the country and denounced 
the errors of his countrymen. 

“But,” be continued, “if is painful 
to consider how much blood has been 
shed and how many tears, it is a conso- 
lation to think that their bitter stream, 
by the law of compensation, will fecun- 
date something that should correspond 
to present-day aspirations, since every 
struggie begets an idea, and every 
victorious idea justifies the supposition 
that an onward step has been taken 
on the road to human perfection. Our 
victory, citizen legislators, over the 
great adversaries which have oppressed 
us must terminate the tumults of our 
life; otherwise we shall reach a shame- 
ful dissolution.” 

Touching. then, on the question of 
the recent foreign intervention, Presi- 
dent Castro said it has been brought 
about by a league of people, who, un- 
able to submit their claims to the im- 
partiality of the tribunals, had em- 
ployed iorce, and that because he re- 
fused to submit to the Anglo-American 
exactions, they. acting in collusion 
with the revolutionary genera] Matos, 
endeavored get rid of him. In con- 
firmation of this statement, President 
Castro cited a letter written by the 
commander of the German warship 
Stosch. President Castro pointed out 


been safeguarded, and said: 

“I now deliver my abdication, in or- 
der that you may proceed legally to 
call on him who should take my place, 
so that there may remain to no Ven- 
ezuelan the slightest pretext for any 
hostility to his country, or for conni- 
vance with the foreigners, who, without 
any grounds that have force, fell upon 
unfortunate Venezuela, trampling un- 
der foot reason and justice, to the 
detriment of civilzation and right. 
With head uppifted and with a tran- 
quil conscience, I return to the efforts 
of toll which honor and dignify. All 
the energies and possibilities of my life 
are at your service should it become 
necessary to arise and defend our coun- 
try against the attacks of the foreign- 
ers. All the glory I ask is to contem- 
plate Venesuela respected, prosperous 
and happy.” 

The President of Congress then re- 
ceived President Castro's resignation, 
and a commissoin was immediately ap- 
pointed to draw up a reply to the ten- 
dered resignation. 

The news of the President's resigna- 
tion caused intense excitement in po- 
litical circles, but the city remained 
quiet. Later in the night a special 
session of Congress was called, and a 
resolution was adopted requesting 
President Castro to reconsider his res- 
ignation, in view of the critical con- 
dition of the republic, and a vote of 
confidence in his policy was passed 
unanimously. A committee was ap- 
pointed to transmit this resolution to 
the President today. In view of the 
reasons for the resignation given in 
the Presidential message, it is believed 
in political circles thet President Cas- 
tro will retain the office.

COMMISSION. 


One Remarkable Feature of 


the Strike Inquiry. 


Naluzal Monopoly Subservient 
to Public Interest. 


Mine Officials at Wilkesbarre 
Satisfied With the Findings —

| WASHINGTON, March 22.—{Exclu- 
fave Dispatch.] “The most remarkable 
feature of our entire investigation has 
been the extraordinary unanimity with 
which every member of the commission 
made his deductions from the facts 
presented,” said a member of the 
Antharacite Coal Strike Commission 
today. “Not only has there never 
been the least thought of a minority 
report, but, point by point, as we have 
arrived at our conclusions and made 
our deductions, we have discovered 
that each was impressed in the same 
Way with the same facts, and, to a 
very large extent, conceived the same 
remedies for the same evils. 

“The task set us by the President was 
gigantic one,’ continued the commis- 
sioner, “and as the evidence piled up 
it seemed appalling, but the facility 
with which all members of the com- 
mission worked and the harmony which 
prevailed throughout added materially 
to the ease with which it was accom- 
plished. Generally speaking, the mem- 
bers of the commission met as 
Strangers. I think I may say that, 
without exception, they part as friends. 
The sincerity with which each has un- 
Gertaken to perform his duty and ren- 
der a just and equitable decision has 
resulted in the greatest respect being 
entertained by each and evéry member 
of the comm): for every other mem- 
ber. 
whatever good 
may have been done for persons in- 
voived in the controversy we met to 
settle, the experience has been almost 
a@ liberal education for us, and one that, 
difficult as it has been, 1 am glad te 
have taken part itn.” 

Asked- why compulsory arbitration 
Was not recommended, the commis- 
sioner said that the views of the com- 
mission were plainiy set forth in the 
published report, but it had ‘seen the 
general opinion that compulsory arbi- 
tration would not be necessary, if com- 
pulsory publicity «long the lines out- 
lined in the act recommended by 
Charies Francis Adams, were provided 
for.

OUND DEAD BODIES 

AND TOOK HIS LIFE. 

TRIPLE TRAGEDY IN BETTY FAM- 

 ILY AT CINCINNATL 

Local Agent of Minneapolis Mills Lies 
Down Beside His Wife's Corpse and 


Expires, Leaving a Note Accusing Her 
of Having Murdered Their Babe. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 

CINCINNATI, March 22.—There was 
a& mysterious triple tragedy here last 
night at the home of A. M. Betty, local 
manager of the Washburn-Grosby 
mills of Minneapolis, but it was not 
known until tonight, when the dead 
bodies of A. M. Betty, his wife, Lalu, 
and their boy, aged 2 years, were found 
by neighbors. A note €ritten by Betty 
was found in which he accused hi« wife 
of killing the babe herself, and the 
police think the woman may have 
killed the babe on account of domesti 
troubles. It is stated that divorce pro- 
cedings had been instituted, two years 
ago, and were withdrawn before the 
birth of their boy. Betty, it is thought, 
found the dead bodies on his return 
home last night, and then deliberately 
took his own life. - 

The body of the babe wae found in 
the basin. There were no marks on it 
whatever. It is thought that Betty 
took it from the crib and tried to re- 
vive it by turning on the water. When 
he found it was dead, he lay down be- 
side his wife's dead body to die from 
asphyxiation, and in that position their 
bodies were found. The odor of the 


gas led to the search this evening that 


Gisclosed the three bodies. There is 
nothing to indicate how any of the 
family came to their death, except the 
line left by Betty and the fact that the 
gas was turned on. The Coroner's jury 
and others think Mra. Betty was dead 
hours before her husband came home, 
and that the baby possibly may have 
died after he returned. 

While there are indefinite reports 
about Betty's troubles at home, be was 
prominent in business circies. 


OBITUARY. 


Very Rev. F. W. Farrar. 

LONDON, March 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Very Rev. Frederick Wil- 
Mam Farrar, dean of Canterbury, is 
dead. He was 72 years of age at the 
time of his death. " 

Dean Farrar was best known as the 
author of his celebrated “Life of 
Christ." This biography has enjoyed 
a wider popularity than any other life 
of the Savior ever written. The dean's 
daily life was active and varied. He 
was chaplain of the House of Com- 
mons, and preached once each Sunday 
in Westminster Abbey to a crowded 
house, which included many Americans. 
Indeed, they set apart an “American 
pew.” to which visitors from across 
the sea were taken. 

The literary activity of the dean was 
surprising. He wrote a number of sto- 
ries of schoo! life, a series of philoiogi- 
cal works, several college text-books, 
many theological treatises and essays 
on the social and séciological problems 
of the time, besides volumes of ser- 
mons galore. The liquor traffic 
claimed a large share of his attention. 
Few men in England were more ag- 
gressive in fighting the evil. 

The dean was born in Bombay. In- 
dia. He was educated at Kings College, 
“London. His university honors were 
numerous, and of the highest class. In 
1854 he became a deacon and in 1857 
a priest. For several years he held 
the head mastership of Marlborough 
College, and was select preacher hefore 
the University of Cambridge. In 1876. 
he became rector of St. Margaret's, 
London, and canon of Westminster. 
Seven years later he was archdeacon of 
Westminster and rural dean. 

HAD TO BE CARRIED. 

LONDON, March 22.—Dean Farrar 
had long been in delicate health and 
disabled by creeping paralysis. He 
latterly had to be carried everywhere 
and was unable to officiate, although a 
constant attendant at the Canterbury 
Cathedral service to the last. He was 
present at seme school sports Satur- 
day afternoon, but passed a restiess 
night. His condition became serious 
this morning. and he expired peace- 
ably at 7 o'clock. "

Statement Made by the Man Now 
Dead Will be Used in Burdick Case. 


Atty. Miller an Important Witness.

March 22.—The 
inquest into the death of Edwin L. 
Burdick will be resumed in Judge Mur- 
phy's court tomorrow afternoon. The 
first witness probably will be George

dick and In whose office Burdick and 
Mrs. Pennell met for a conference 
several weeks before Durdick'’s murder. 
Following Miller, the District Attor- 
ney may call Miss Romance, the Pen- 
nell seryant, on whom Pennell relied 
in part for his alibi the night Burdick 
was murdered. The third witness of 
the day is expected to be Mrs. bBur- 
dick, widow of the murdered man. 

Miller’s testimony should be inter- 
esting, for he Yroew Burdick well: was 
familiar with’what occurred between 
him and Pennell, and had long talks 
with Burdick over the divorcee case in 
which Pennell was named as co-re- 
spondent. Miss Romance will be ques- 
tioned regarding Penneli’'s movements 
on the night of the Burdick murder, so 
far as she observed them, and his con- 
duat thereafter, as it came to her no- 
tice. Then will come Mra. Burdiyk. 
Although Mrs. Burdick was not in Buf- 
falo on the night her husband was 
murdered, she may be called upon to 
testify to the details of his domestic 
life up to the time she left her home 
last 

The authorities are in possession of 
the minute details regarding the where- 
abouts of Pennell at the time of the 
murder. It is probable that he saw 
Mrs. Rurdick In Atlantic City three 
davs before the murder. He was in 
Buffalo again Wednesday, February 25, 
It was the night of Thursday, Febru- 
ary 26. that Lurdick was killed. Fri- 
day. according to the story told to the 
authorities by Pennell before his deata, 
he and hie wife visited Niagara Fal!s. 
He first visited the automobile factory, 
at the city line. While at the factory, 
Penne!l said. he caJled up Mra. Pennell 
on the telephone. He explained that 
Mrs. Pennell for some days had been 
urging, him to take her to the falls to 
see the ice scerery, and had spoken to 
him about it the day before on his re- 
turn from the Fast. He told her to take 
a Niacara Falls car and he would Join 
her there. He sald this was about 2 
o'clock Friday afternoon, or a few min- 
utes earlier. He said he went on down 
to the falls, and that his wife came

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AMERICAN TRUSTS. 
Director of Economic Studies at the 
Bank of France Delivers a Lecture on 


the Subject to Financiers.

PARIS, March 22.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]} Pierre Essars, director of 
economic studies at the Bank of 
France, delivered a lecture last nizht 
on the American trusts. The sassem- 
blage gathered to hear him included 
a number of financiers and students of 
economics, and was presid@? over by 
M. Mausser, chief engineer of the 
Southwestern Hailway. 

M. Des Exsars spoke of the internal 
organism of_trusts. rather ‘hen a dis- 
cussion of their meriis and demeri‘s. 


He based his remarks on the report <f 
the Industrial Commission at Wash- 
ington, and took as the nvarvst French 
analogy to the Americaa -ombina- 


tions the Comptoir de Long-y, which 
controls the iron mines and furnaces 
in Eastern France, and peintel out 
that this concern had not v*: exercis>4 
any detrimental intluence on the iron 
industry. He poted the fct that the 
American trusts had growa up con- 
temporaneousiy with the protective 
system, and said that the Interwati mal 
Marine Company was not a narmfu! 
organization, and would perhaps preve 
a beneficial one. 

The speaker declared his belief that 
the American combinations would 
come to grief because of over-canitali- 
zation, so what harm they did wwuld 
be readjusted. Trusts, he continued, 
were advantageous when they cheap- 
ened products for the consumer, but 
were dangerous when they formeJ 
corners which brought abput a rise 
of prices. The remedy for the “truat 
menace’ to foreign markets was the 
raising of the tariffs in the countries 
affected, and also the levying of coun- 
tervailing duties. 

M. Des Esears praised American 
workmen, who, he remarked, compen- 
sate for the higher wages they received 
by giving their employers a larger 9out- 
put. He concluded by expressing his 
opinion that the inability of the Ameri- 
can national to control and 
avert a financial crisis could be reme- 
died by the adoption of the procedure 
followed by the Bank of France. -

’RED-HANDED BANDITS 


FOIL ALL PURSUERS. 


Not a Clew to Whereabouts of Brig- 
ands Who Held up Santa Monica 
Car—Not Believed Now that Hen- 
dezson Hit One of the Villains. 


O ARRESTS have been made as a 

result of the sensational! raid on 

the west-bound Santa Monica elec- 
tric car Saturday night, which resuited 
im the murder of George A. Griswold 
and the wounding of three other pas- 
sengers. 

The police have not been able to find 
the slightest clew to the whereabouts 
of the murderous robbers. 

It is now admitted by most of the 
passengers and by the crew that they 
would not be able to identify the mur- 
derers even if they were to be brought 
face to face with them. 

There is nothing to indicate that 
one of the robbers was wounded by ©. 
A. Henderson, who fired four shots at 
one of them. 

The condition of Ellis Pierson of Saw- 
telie. One of the wounded, is more 5*- 
rious than was at first supposed, but 
he probably will recover. The other 
victimes are doing well, although it wil 
be several weeks before J. ¢. Cunning- 
ham. who was shot in the thigh, will 
be able to resume his business. 

Rewards for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the murderers will be offered by 
the Los Anceles-Pacific Company, tne 
county and probably by the State. The 
City Council! will also be asked to offer 
a reward. 

Although the entire detective force 
and nearty all of Sherif White's depu- 
ties have worked for morp than twen- 
ty-four hours on the case, they admit 
that they have no tangidle evidence 

inet any person. 

t is positively known that the rob- 
bers escaped from the scene of the 
erime in a light spring wagon, to which 
was hitched « eray horse.

Daylight yesterday morning found a 
gcere of officers near the scene of the 
crime. They had been out all night, 
and when morning dawned they half 
expected to find e!ther the body of one o° 
the robbers or a trail of blood. So 
positive was C. A. Henderson, who had 
opened fire on one of the robbers, that 
he had wounded his man and his stxte- 
ments had been #0 génerally supporte.l 
by others who were on the car, that 
the officers hoped to find some trace 
of the man. Henderron had fired upon 
him at a range of less than six feet, 
and that he did not wound him badly 
was a source of surprise to all to whom 
he told his story. 

A LONG VAIN SEARCH. 

Throughout the night, officers 
searched the vicinity ef the scene of 
the attempted hold-up, but they found 
nothing. As soon as there was light 
enough to see they renewed = their 
search. only to be disappointed. Around 
the place where the obstruction had 
been placed upon the track were found 
scores of footprints, but it was evident 
they had been made by the searchers 
themselves. Then the officers increasea 
the circle over which they were search- 
fing, and for several hundred yards on 
each side of the track they worked 

through the grass and weeds in the 
hope of finding some clew. but nothing 
whatever came ¢f their efforte. 

The tracks of three men were found 
in one place, but there was nothing to 
indicate that they were the prints of 
the robbers. 

At the place where Henderson had 
gaid he saw a buggy or wagon hitched, 
the grass was beaten down and there 
were wheel-tracks which showed that 
the wagon had been turned toward an 
extension of West Washington street 
and hod been driven towerd this city. 
Once it reached the traveled rvadway, 
all trace of it wae lost. 

Hoping to nd something which 
Would iead to the identity of the mur- 
dercrs. the officers repeated their search 
‘and weveral of them remained near the 
place until nearly noon and then they 
were relieved by others. but nothing 
Whatever was found. There were no 
/ma rks of blood to show that a wounded

efi.

There was not 
the slichtest foundation for it. No sus- 
pects have been taken into custody in 
connection with the case: In fact, the 
officers say that they suspect no par- 
tleular person. 

DONE BY NOVICES. 

That the crime was cormmitted by 
novices at such werk is believed by all 
the officers who have worked on the 
case. In support of that theory, it is 
pointed out that the men who entered 
the rear door of the car were never in 
any danger. Few of the passengers 
knew of their presence until they be-

No attempt was made by any person

The shooting of Griewold was un- 
doubtediy the result of his effort to se- 
cr@e his watch on the seat beneath 
him. He never saw the man who shot 
him. but was watching the pistol match 
Deiween Henderson and the robber, 
when he was shot from behind. How 
many shots were fired may never be 
known. but it t« certain that the two

Bishop Johnson on Baptism. 
NE of the ablest discourses ever 
() in the diocese of Los 
Angeles was listened to yesterday 
morning by a congregation which 
filled the pews and aisles of Christ 
Episcopal Church. 
The occasion was the annual visita- 


tion of the Rt. Rev. Joseph H. John- 
son, D.D., and the administering of 


largest classes in the history of the 
diocese. / 

About fifty men, women and chil- 
dren knelt at the altar rail for the 
beautiful service of the laying on of 
hands, which, from the earliest s 
has been observed in the Episcopal 
communion. 

The discourse of the bishop was all 
the more striking because of the re- 
cent agitation in Episcopal circles in 
this city concerning the proper mean- 
ing of religious ceremonics. He 
showed that the kingdom of God first 
of all stands for a good life; then, 
because all truth has a tendency to 
crystallize itself, it is represented by 
that organization of men and women 
who are secking to live such a life; an 
organization called the church. Finaily 
it represents the uitimate triumphant 
reign of righteousness in that chty not 
made with hands. ‘The bishop espe- 
cially emphasized the fact that no 
ceremony, whether it be baptism or 
,anything else, can save a soul, unless 
there be in connection with it a 
Christ-like spirit and a holy life. He 
closed as follows: 

“Such a life, despite its lack of 
many things, of which we make #9 
much, will be cared for in any days 
that are to come beyond the grave. 
How small do some of our theories 
about salvation seem in comparison 
with this! How unalterably unworthy 
of our respect is" any scheme that 
chains the destiny of a human soul to 
some conventional expertence or rite! 
Experience and ordinances have thetr 
own God-givert and important place, 
but the man who makes so much of 
these. as he may easily do, that he 
forgets the gospel of the kingdom, is 
like that other man, who thinks s0

That His flesh and 
blood are received and partaken of by 
the communicant of spiritual discern- 
ment; that His flesh and blood thus 
spiritually receiwed is the fulfilment 
of the sacramental! covenant: that He 
would impart Himeelf to us. and that 
we thus receive Him as the bread 
which came down from heaven. This 
is called the doctrine of the real 
presence, and isto my mind a higher 
conception of sacramental grace than 
either trans-substantiation or the 
negative doctrine of Zwingliius. It is 
the doctrine of the Anglican church, 
as the former is the doctrine of the 
Roman church, and the latter’ ts 
practically the doctrine of the modern 
Protestant churches. The doctrine of 
the Anglican church appears, in this, 
as in many others, to be more In con- 
sonance with the teachin of our Lord 


and His aposties. The late Rishop 
Harold Brown of Winchester. one of 
the most scholariy and careful divines 
of the Church of England, 'r sum- 
ming up the question, «ays: “The doc- 
trine of the early ages was not ‘n 
favor of a miraculous change in the 
consecrated elements, nor in favor of 
n carnal presence’ of the nature! 
body of our Lord, but in favor of a 
real, effectual, life-giving presence of 
Christ's epiritual hody, commun|- 
cated to the faithful and feeding the 
souls of His disciples.” 

“In the Holy Eucharist we may ap- 
proach Christ as we can approach Him 
nowhere else. In that sacred food 
we may receive Him as we can no- 
where elec. In it we see not only the 
pledges of eternal life. but we beein 
to be partakere of eternal ! The 
altar ie the earthiy epet upen hich 
the soul focuses ite vision. Let we 
remember the words of St. Paw), ip hie 
first Epistle to the Corinthians: “The 
cup of bleseing which we biess, ie it 
not the communion (the word trans-

Religious Sympathies. 

Rev. C. J. K. Jones preached yester- 
day morning in the Church of the 
Unity on “Religious Sympathies.” He 
said, in part: 

“If, as unprejudiced seekers for re- 
ligious truth, we should go today from 
chturch to church throughout this city 
and listen to the exposition of our re- 
ligious duties, and what constitutes 
religion, what an inextricable mixture 
and jargon of copfugion and contra‘ic- 
tory ideas we wOlld gather! As a 
rule, we should hear each advocate of 
the popular creeds stoutly advocating 
the belief of his particular sect is the 
only one without which a man cannot 
please God or be saved. We should 
hear them all astume—and It is a pure 
assumption, without the basie of a sin- 
gle fact to support it—that mankind 
is In a ‘lost and ruined condition.” We 
should hear many impossible ideas ad- 
vanced which agree with no fact of 
acience or reason. It ie quite possible 
we might hear from the lips of nar- 
row minds more or lers abuse of other 
beliefs, interlarded with choice phrases 
fro mthe historical treasury of the 
‘alium theologicum, such as ‘wolves 
in sheep's clothing.” ‘infidels.” here- 
tics’ and ‘imps of Satan,’ et ld omne 
genus. 

“From such a tour of our chutrches, 
the intelligent and honestly thoughtful 
man would return, when ‘the day is 
done and the darkness falle from the 
wings of Night.’ with a feeling of in- 
expressible heaviness of spirit and dir- 
gust. We may recognize that there 
in an intetiectual side to all religious 
development. and that these conten- 
tlons obey an cternal law. We know 
that the law of life is one of struggie, 
one of force and effort to succeed. 
Moreover, this fighting quality is of 
inestimable worth in the practical af- 
fairs of life. As the prophets of the 
past—Amos Isaiah, the tearful Jere- 
miah, Jesus, Soorates, Gautama—setood 
for their conviction of what is right 
dnd resisted wrong, so must we at 
t stand fast at every hazard and 

ril. Put there are times when we 
should remember that we are brethren. 
That our sympathies should he broader 
than our sect, or cit¥, or Stete, or na- 
tion, Is as much a duty at times as 
ie our lovaliy to these broad inter- 
ests. Because men are generous and 
loyal to those nearest to them In rela- 
tion and association. does not exclude 
interest and sympathy with other men 
and their affairs. Indeed, breadth of 
sympathy increases appreciation of 
and leyalty te one's own. The wider 
and higher a man's sympathy with the 
religious life of other men, the higher 
and deeper will be his conception of 
the meaning end value of his individ- 
val faith.”

GAIN IN VOLUME OF MONEY. 
On June 30, 1992, the total] volume of 
money in the United States was $2.543.,- 
266,658, a net gain for the fiscal year 
of $80,198,681. This increase was made 
up of $67,965,527 in gold, $19.735.259 in 
silver dollars, $7,360,991 in subsidiary 
silver, and $2,929.904 in national bank 
notes. During the same period treas- 
ury notes decreased $17,783,000. On 
March 14, 1900, there was nearly $87,- 
000,000 of this form of currency in cir- 
culation, but under the provisions of 
the act approved that day requiring 
their retirement and the issue in their 
stead of silver certificates, their vol- 
ume has steadily decreased until, on 


It is interesting in this connection 
to note the steady growth in the vol- 
ume of gold and the increase in the 
ratio it bears to the total volume of 
money. On July 1, 1894, it formed 22.95 
per cent. of the total amount; July 1, 
1897, 36.52 per cent., going to 41.54 per 
cent. the following year. At the close 
of the fiscal year for 1902 gold formed 
46.52 per cent. of the tota] stock of 
money. For a number of years prior 
to the passage of the war revenue act 
the receiuts of gold from customs had 
falien off to a very great extent, and 
for the month of July, 18%, no gold 
in either cotn or certificates was paid 
for customs duties in the New York 
office. On July 1 of that year, owing 
to a Geficiency in revenues, the cash 
balance in the treasury, including gold 
reserve of %$64.437.024. was but little 
in excess of $117,000,000. 
Efforts were made from time to time 
to restore the gold reserve and increase 
the cash balance of the treasury by 
the sale of bonds, but the relief af- 
forded was only temporary. In all, 
four loans, aggregating $262.715,400, 
were made, the first in January, 144, 
which raised the gold reserve from 
$65,438,378 to $107,446.802 on March 6 of 
that year. e reaction which fol- 
lowed reduced this gold to less than 
$59,000,000. A second = sale of bonds 
brought the amount up to $111,142,021 
on December 4. 1864. Again did a re- 
action set in, and by February 11, 1895, 
only $41,549,181 in net gold was held 
by the treasury. A further resort to 
this method of replenishing the reeerve 
resulted in bringing ‘t up to $1097,671,230 
on July 8, 1895. But this relief, as in 
the previous efforts, was only tempor- 
ary. and a fourth and last sale of bonds 
p-oduced an amount sufficient to raise 
the holdings to $128.713.909. but it again 
gank for a few days, and on July 22, 
1896, was only $89.668.975. Since that 
date the reserve of $190,000,000 in gold 
has never been trenched upon. On the

volume exceeded for the first time 
that of United States notes, the total 
being $347.179089. The enormous vol- 
ume of goid in the treasury is by no 
means idie. It keeps in active circula- 
tion as currency the certificates issued 
aga.net it. together with $346.000,000 
of United States notes, and $30,000,000 
of treasury notes, or an aggregate sum 
of $169,000.00 greater than its own 
volume.
